Parents, regular education teachers, Exceptional Children teachers and community agencies may identify concerns and present those concerns to the 
Exceptional Children's teacher assigned to the school, the Principal, and/or the Director of Exceptional Children at the Avery County Board of Education at 
any time during the academic school year. Once concerns are presented, a meeting is scheduled with the parent, regular education teachers, 
administrators, and Exceptional Children teacher to discuss concerns. 


If there are any students who are in need of an evaluation, a referral meeting is scheduled to discuss evaluation and if a placement needs to be made 
after evaluations are conducted. Students who are identified and placed in the Exceptional Children's program are served at the school in the district in 
which the student resides. For homeschool students, meetings are scheduled and conducted at schools and parents bring their children to the school in 
the district in which the student resides to be evaluated. The evaluation process for students who attend the private school and that are homeschooled 
bs the same as the students in Avery County. The IEP team reviews the results of the evaluation for each student and makes a determination of services 
for each student. 


As questions arise around homeschool situations the EC Director assists school Administrators and parents with information and next steps.

Students who qualify to receive speech language services as either primary speech or as a related service will be offered these through a private service 
plan (PSP). This was decided after consultation with private school parents this year. Parents and school staff (Exceptional Children's teachers and staff, 
Administrators, Regular Education teachers) meet to discuss Exceptional Children’s services in Individual Educational Plan (IEP) team meetings. Speech 
language services are offered based on eligibility in which students qualify and service times are presented and agreed upon during the IEP team 
meeting. The school based Speech Language Pathologist provides services at the student's school in which they reside. Parents bring their children to 
the school in order to receive services. Transportation can be arranged if a parent needs transportation.

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PK Coordinator attends Local Inter-Agency Council meetings to maintain communication with providers of Part C services (Infant Toddler Program) This 
results in the smooth transition of services for children when they turn three years. All four year old children with disal s are offered priority for placement 
in a Pre-K classroom. The Preschool Itinerant EC teacher provides specific services for each child that is eligible. Services take place in an inclusion or pull 
out/resource model in Pre-K classrooms, Head Start, local daycare centers, and a few students participate in drive-in services at a school location. 


EC services are determined on an in: ual basis in order to best meet the needs of students. Our continuum of services include inclusion, co-teaching, 
resource, and self-contained and are available to meet the individual needs of children. Emphasis continues to be placed on inclusive special education 
practices for academics and related services. 


Separate setting classrooms are housed at 3 of our 9 schools (Newland Elementary, Avery Middle School, and Avery County High School). In the event that 
a student is enrolled in a school that does not provide separate setting, transportation is provided by the school system. 


Homebound/Hospital services are provided for students who qualify. Students who qualify receive academic and/or related services. These services are 
delivered in the home or hospital by a licensed EC teacher/related service provider.

DESTRUCTION of INFORMATION (300.624) - The LEA informs parents when 
personally identifiable information collected, maintained, or used is no longer needed to 
provide educational services to the child.

The IEP is 
implemented as soon as possible following development of the IEP, special education 
and related services are made available to the child in accordance with the child's JEP. It 
is accessible to each regular education teacher, special education teacher, related 
service provider, and other service providers who is responsible for its implementation. 
Each teacher and provider is informed of their responsibilities related to implementing 
the child's IEP and is informed of specific accommodations, modifications, and supports 
that must be provided for the child in accordance with the IEP. 


Children Placed or Referred to Private School by the Public Agency (300.145):The LEA 
ensures that before a child with a disability is placed, or referred to a private school, the 
agency shall initiate and conduct a meeting to develop an IEP for the child. The LEA 


| ensures that a representative of the private school attends the meeting. If the 


representative cannot attend, the LEA uses other methods to ensure participation by the 
private school. After a child with a disability enters a private school, any meetings to 
review and revise the child's IEP may be initiated and conducted by the private school at 
the discretion of the LEA. If the private school initiates and conducts these meetings, the 
LEA shail ensure that the parents and a LEA representative are involved in any decision 
about the child's IEP; and agree to any proposed changes in the IEP before those 
changes are implemented.

Within a reasonable period of time following the LEA's receipt of 

parent consent to an initial evaluation, the child is evaluated, and if determined eligible 

under this part, special education and related services are made available to the child in 

accordance with an IEP. A meeting to develop the IEP must be conducted within 30 days 

of a determination that the child needs special education and related services. The [EP 

Team reviews the IEP periodically, but not less than annually, to determine whether the 

annual goals for the child are being achieved; and revises the IEP as appropriate. 


The LEA ensures the IEP team for each child with a disability includes the parents of the 
child, at least one regular education teacher of the child (if the cl , or may be, 
participating in the regular education environment), at least one special education 
teacher of the child, or if appropriate, at least one special education provider of the child, 
a representative of the LEA who is qualified to provide, or supervise the pro 

specially designed instruction to meet the unique needs of children with disabilities. This 
representative is knowledgeable about the availability of resources of the LEA, an 
individual who can interpret the instructional implications of evaluation results, who may 
be member of the team. At the discretion of the parent or the LEA, other individuals who 
have knowledge or special expertise regarding the child, including related services 
personnel as appropriate. 
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DEVELOPING, REVIEW and REVISION of IEP (300.324) - The IEP team, when 
developing the IEP considers the strengths of the child, concems of the parents for 
enhancing the education of their child, recent evaluation(s), and the academic 
developmental, and functional needs of the child. The Team takes into consideration 
special factors such as a child whose Behavior impedes his learning or that of others, 
consider the use of positive behavioral interventions and support strategies the child with 
limited English proficiency, the child who is blind or visually impaired, communication 
needs of the child, whether the child requires assistive technology devices and services. 
If, in considering the special factors, the [EP Team determines that a child needs a 
particular device or service (including an intervention, accommodation, or other program 
Modifications) in order for the child to receive FAPE, the Team must include a statement 
to that effect in the child’s IEP. The regular education teacher of the child must 
participate in the development, review and revision of the child's IEP. 


CONTENT of IEP (300.320) - The IEP for each child with a disability must include a 
statement of the present levels of academic achievement and functional performance, a 
statement of measurable annual goals, including functional goals, a statement of the 
special education and related services and supplementary aids and services based on 
peer-reviewed research to the extent practicable be provided to the child, or on behalf of 
the child and a statement of the program modifications or supports for school personnel 
that will be provided.Content of the IEP will include an explanation of the extent, if any, to 
which the child will not participate with non-disabled children in the regular class and in 
the activities, a statement of any individual modifications in the administration of State or 
district wide assessments of student achievement that are needed in order for the child 
to participate in the assessment. For children with disabilities who take alternate 
assessments aligned to alternate standards, a description of benchmarks or short term 
objectives is given. Included in the content of the IEP will be the projected date for the 
beginning of the services and modifications, a statement of how the child's progress will 
be regularly informed. 


A statement of any individual appropriate accommodations that are necessary to 
measure the academic achievement and functional performance of the child on state 
and districtwide assessments. 


Beginning at age 14 (or younger, if appropriate) an annually updated statement of the 
transition service needs of the student under the applicable components of the students’ 
IEP that focuses on the student's courses of study. For each student beginning at age 16 
(or younger, if appropriate) a statement of needed transition services for the student, 
including, if appropriate, a statement of the interagency responsibilities or any needed 
linkages. At the age of majority, beginning not later than one year before a student 
reaches the age of majority, the student's IEP will include a statement that the student 
has been informed of his/her rights under Part B of the Act. The IEP includes appropriate 
measurable post secondary goals based on age appropriate transition assessments 
related to training, education, employment; and where appropriate independent living 
skills and the transition services (including courses of study) needed to assist the child in 
reaching those goals. 
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4_| FREE APPROPRIATE PUBLIC EDUCATION (FAPE)(300.101)(300.102) - The LEA 
ensures that a free appropriate public education is available to children ages 3 through 
21, including children with disabilities who have been suspended or expelled from 
school. The LEA further ensures that FAPE is available to any individual child with a 
disability who needs special education and related services, even though the child has 
not failed or been retained in a course or grade, and is advancing from grade to grade 
(300.103 - 300.109).

We 
can also provide additional paraprofessional support for a child if it is necessary based on the IEP team's decision. One of the district's priorities is to include 
the least restrictive environment for each student. The district looks at the most inclusive setting possible. A more restrictive setting, such as a separate 
setting, can be explored if it is needed for specific students. 


The LEA shares Child Find procedures with the schools and communities each year. Child Find procedures are also posted in schools and community 
agencies within the county.

Students who qualify to receive speech language services as either primary speech or as a related service will be offered these services through a private 
services plan (PSSP). Parents and school staff (Exceptional Children’s teachers and staff, Administrators, Regular Education teachers) meet to discuss 
Exceptional Children's services in Individual Educational Plan (IEP) team meetings. Speech language services are offered based on eligibility in which 
students qualify and service times are presented and agreed upon during the IEP team meeting. The school based Speech Language Pathologist 
provides services at the school in which the student resides.

Avery County Schools offer a continuum of Exceptional Children’s services including the following: 


PK Coordinator attends Local Inter-Agency Council meetings to maintain communication with providers of Part C services (Infant Toddler Program) This 
results in the smooth transition of services for children when they turn three years. All four year old children with disabilities are offered priority for placement 
in a Pre-K classroom. The Preschool Itinerant EC teacher provides specific services for each child that is eligible. Services take place in an inclusion or pull 
out/resource model in Pre-K classrooms, Head Start, local daycare centers, and a few students participate in drive-in services at a school location. 


EC services are determined on an individual basis in order to best meet the needs of students. Our continuum of services include inclusion, co-teaching, 
resource, and self-contained and are available to meet the individual needs of children. Emphasis continues to be placed on inclusive special education 
practices for academics and related services. 


Separate setting classrooms are housed at 3 of our 9 schools (Newland Elementary, Avery Middle School, and Avery County High School). In the event that 
a student is enrolled in a school that does not provide separate setting, transportation is provided by the school system. 


Homebound/Hospital services are provided for students who qualify. Students who qualify receive academic and/or related services. These services are 
delivered in the home or hospital by a licensed EC teacher/related service provider.

To the maximum 
extent appropriate, children with disabilities including children in public or private 
institutions or other care facilities, are educated with children who are nondisabled. 
Special classes, separate schooling, or other removal of children with disabilities from 
the regular educational environment occurs only if the nature or severity of the disability 
is such that education in regular classes with the use of supplementary aids and services 
cannot be achieved satisfactorily. 
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INDIVIDUALIZED EDUCATION PROGRAM (300.323) - The IEP is in effect for each 
child with a disability at the beginning of each school year and it is in effect before 
special education and related services are provided to an eligible child. The IEP is 
implemented as soon as possible following development of the IEP, special education 
and related services are made available to the child in accordance with the child's IEP. It 
is accessible to each regular education teacher, special education teacher, related 
service provider, and other service providers who is responsible for its implementation. 
Each teacher and provider is informed of their responsibilities related to implementing 
the child's IEP and is informed of specific accommodations, modifications, and supports 
that must be provided for the child in accordance with the IEP. 


Children Placed or Referred to Private School by the Public Agency (300.145):The LEA 
ensures that before a child with a disability is placed, or referred to a private school, the 
agency shall initiate and conduct a meeting to develop an IEP for the child. The LEA 
ensures that a representative of the private school attends the meeting. If the 
representative cannot attend, the LEA uses other methods to ensure partici in by the 
private school. After a child with a disability enters a private school, any meetings to 
review and revise the child's IEP may be initiated and conducted by the private school at 
the discretion of the LEA. If the private school initiates and conducts these meetings, the 
LEA shall ensure that the parents and a LEA representative are involved in any decision 
about the child’s IEP; and agree to any proposed changes in the IEP before those 
changes are implemented.

IEP MEETINGS and IEP TEAM (300.321) - The LEA is responsible for initiating and 

conducting meetings for the purpose of developing, reviewing, and revising the IEP of a Yes No 
child with a disability. Within a reasonable period of time following the LEA's receipt of 

parent consent to an initial evaluation, the child is evaluated, and if determined eligible 

under this part, special education and related services are made available to the child in 

accordance with an IEP. A meeting to develop the IEP must be conducted within 30 days 

of a determination that the child needs special education and related services. The IEP 

Team reviews the IEP periodically, but not less than annually, to determine whether the 

annual goals for the child are being achieved; and revises the IEP as appropriate. 


The LEA ensures the IEP team for each child with a disability includes the parents of the 
child, at least one regular education teacher of the child (if the c! iS, or may be, 
participating in the regular education environment), at least one special education 
teacher of the child, or if appropriate, at least one special education provider of the child, 
a representative of the LEA who is qualified to provide, or supervise the provision of, 
specially designed instruction to meet the unique needs of children with disabilities. This 
representative is knowledgeable about the availability of resources of the LEA, an 
individual who can interpret the instructional implications of evaluation results, who may 
be member of the team. At the discretion of the parent or the LEA, other individuals who 
have knowledge or special expertise regarding the child, including related services 
personnel as appropriate. 
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DEVELOPING, REVIEW and REVISION of IEP (300.324) - The IEP team, when 
developing the IEP considers the strengths of the child, concerns of the parents for 
enhancing the education of their child, recent evaluation(s), and the academic 
developmental, and functional needs of the child. The Team takes into consideration 
special factors such as a child whose Behavior impedes his learning or that of others, 
consider the use of positive behavioral interventions and support strategies the child with 
limited English proficiency, the child who is blind or visually impaired, communication 
needs of the child, whether the child requires assistive technology devices and services. 
If, in considering the special factors, the IEP Team determines that a child needs a 
particular device or service (including an intervention, accommodation, or other program 
modifications) in order for the child to receive FAPE, the Team must include a statement 
to that effect in the child's IEP. The regular education teacher of the child must 
participate in the development, review and revision of the child's IEP. 


CONTENT of IEP (300.320) - The IEP for each child with a disability must include a 
statement of the present levels of academic achievement and functional performance, a 
statement of measurable annual goals, including functional goals, a statement of the 
special education and related services and supplementary aids and services based on 
peer-reviewed research to the extent practicable be provided to the child, or on behalf of 
the child and a statement of the program modifications or supports for school personnel 
that will be provided.Content of the IEP will include an explanation of the extent, if any, to 
which the child will not participate with non-disabled children in the regular class and in 
the activities, a statement of any individual modifications in the administration of State or 
district wide assessments of student achievement that are needed in order for the child 
to participate in the assessment. For children with disabilities who take alternate 
assessments aligned to alternate standards, a description of benchmarks or short term 
objectives is given. Included in the content of the IEP will be the projected date for the 
beginning of the services and modifications, a statement of how the child's progress will 
be regularly informed. 


A statement of any individual appropriate accommodations that are necessary to 
measure the academic achievement and functional performance of the child on state 
and districtwide assessments. 


Beginning at age 14 (or younger, if appropriate) an annually updated statement of the 
transition service needs of the student under the applicable components of the students’ 
IEP that focuses on the student's courses of study. For each student beginning at age 16 
(or younger, if appropriate) a statement of needed transition services for the student, 
including, if appropriate, a statement of the interagency responsibilities or any needed 
linkages. At the age of majority, beginning not later than one year before a student 
reaches the age of majority, the student's IEP will include a statement that the student 
has been informed of his/her rights under Part B of the Act. The IEP includes appropriate 
measurable post secondary goals based on age appropriate transition assessments 
related to training, education, employment; and where appropriate independent living 
skills and the transition services (including courses of study) needed to assist the child in 
reaching those goals. 
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4.| FREE APPROPRIATE PUBLIC EDUCATION (FAPE)(300.101)(300.102) - The LEA 
ensures that a free appropriate public education is available to children ages 3 through 
21, including children with disabilities who have been suspended or expelled from 
school. The LEA further ensures that FAPE is available to any individual child with a 
disability who needs special education and related services, even though the child has 
not failed or been retained in a course or grade, and is advancing from grade to grade 
(300.103 - 300.109). The LEA assures that Special Education and related services (a) 
are provided at public expense, under public supervision and direction, and without
